INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct, 28.—[Special.}— 

Capt. E. T. Jobnson arrived in Indianapolis this 

morning from Tennessee. His chief mission is 

the collection of testimony to be ubed in his 
defense in his forthcommg trial] for the killing 
of Maj. Edwin Henry. The case is to be tried 
at the February term of the Circuit Court, in 

Greenville, Tenn., and before his departure his 

bond was strengthened, without his knowledge, 

until it is now worth several hundred thousand 
dollars. Capt. Johnson's heaith has improved. 

He says the telegraphic reports of the tragedy 

were erroneous. As soon as Henry heard 

that be was on his way to Green- 
vile he fied from the city and 
took refuge iff the mountains. It was not 
his intention to do Henry bodily harm. He had 
at that time resigned his posiaon as Pension 
Examiner and was engaged in recupe rating his 
health, traveling through the mountains and 
resting wherever he pleased at the. springs, 
which are so numerous in that region. He had 
agun and ammunition, and whiled away the 
time shooting. When he came to the vicinity 
of Henry’s hiding-piace his hatred of the man 
created a desire to take his life, and he did the 
kuiling on the impulse of the. moment. Capt.

WET WEATHER, BUT IT HAD NO EFFECT 

IN DIMINISHING THE CROWDS. : 
o New Yor«, Oct. 28.—[Special.}—Mr. Biaine 
started out in another rain-storm this morning. 
His train was pulled out at 9 sharp. There 
was a larger crowd at the station than Mr. 
Biaine bas often had upon fair days. His en- 
tire day has been filiea with incidents of the 
marked devotion of the Republicans and the 
Cause of the party. At Waverly, the first stop, 
there were 1,500 people standing in. mud - and 
water in the face of a reguiar gale. At Owego 
the severe shower had moderated and 
chahged to fine, driving rain. This is 
the home of ex-Senator Platt. Here the 
crowd was as greatas might reasonably have: 
been expected upon a pleasant day. There 
were 4,000 people packed as closely together as 
‘possible. Mr. Riaine’s train here was coupled 
to a flat-car, which was surmounted by grace- 
ful arches of flags and evergreens. Mr. Piatt, 
who is only just from a sick bed, stood out in 
the rain and made quite an elaborate speech 
in introducing Mr. Biaine. The latter was not 
to be outdone by the crowd. He, too, stood in 
the rain without an umbrella, w'th bis two hands 
buried deep in the pockets of his heavy 
blue overcoat. He saw, when be came to taik, 
that be was giad the Republican party was not 
a fair-weather one. He said that there was 
‘mothing that he regretted more than the fact 
that he was oblhged to pass through Southern 
New York in a rain-storm, but at the same 
time he was deeply gratified at the earnestness 
of the Republicans who had persisted in com- 
ing out in spite of the storm. The 
that followed Mr. Biaine’s talk bere made his 
face lighten with pleasure. 

THE FIRST SURPRISE. 

At a small village beyond Owego were 1,500 
people, but it was at Binghamton that the sur- 
priee of the moromg was met. The rain hed 
stopped a few moments before the train had 
arrived. Although the weather was tbreaten- 
ing, the brief cessation of the rain was enough 
to bring out a great crowd. There were 10,000 
people around the station. They closed in sol- 
idly back of the crowded flat-car from which 
Mr. Blaine was introduced by the Rev. L. M. 8. 
Haynes. The meeting between Mr. Blaine and 
Mr Haynes was the occasion of a renewal ot 
very pleasant memories. Mr. Haynes was a 
clergyman in Augusta, Me., at the outset 
ofthe War. He was then a close friend of Mr. 
Biaine’s. The young clergyman soon after the 
beginning of the War left the pulpit and raised 
@ battery, which he commanded during the 
War. His fiery spirit was shown in bis earnest 
introduction of Mr. Blaine,-who was made the 
recipient of the warmest demonstration yet 
given bim since he has refntered the State. 
The crowd cheered for fully five m‘nutes be- 
fore they would permit Mr. Biaine to talk, and 
they sent up a roar after him as he puiled out 
that was like the sea. 

A TALK TO WORKINGMEN. 

At Susquehanna, where the Erie Road dips 
for twenty-five miles into Pennsylvania, Mr. 
Blaine talked to 800 workmen from the Erie 
locomotive-shops located at that place.

There was no 
such feverish desire to know the result as was 
manifested on former occasions when the 
same question was to be decided. A few in- 
terested persons were in the court, chamber, 
but standing-room was not at a premiu 
Ohief-Justice Johnson, after announcing the 
decision of the court in several minor cases, 
gave way to Judge Okey, who briefly an- 
nounced that the case of the State of Ohio, on 
the relation of George W. Conrey against 
David Sinks, Treasurer of Miami County, man- 
damus, had been decided by the majority of 
the court in favor of the defendant. This was 
a petition in mandamus to compel the Treas- 
urer to receive the liquor assesament, which he

SPECULATIONS AS TO THE EFFECT. 


When it became generally known on the 
street that an opinion would be rendered today 
much speculation regarding the probable dispo- 
sition of the case and the effect it would bave 
on the political situation in thi State was in- 
dulged in. The fact that the law had been de- 
clared unconstitutional atter tne decision had 
been rendered was soon circulated through the 
city and many telegrams announcing the ac- 
tion of the court were sentto other parts of 
the State. Politicians were soon discussing the 
probable effect on the election next Tuesday. 
On this there was a wide diversity of opinion, 
members of both political parties at first ap- 
parently venturing an opinion with reluctance. 
At firet the Democrats were inclined to think 

bad the best of the argument, and 
that the decision would add many votes to 
their ticket, but their minds were disabused of 
this belief when they. scrutinized the larger 
vote cast for Judge Jobnson, who was 
by the anti-Scott law people at the recent eleo- 
tion. A chief clerk in one of the departments 
in the State-House said shortly after the de- 
cision was announced that the Democratic 
party was gone up in this State and expressed 
the opinion that the State would go Republican 
by a largely-increased majority Tuesday next. 
Other Democrats, however, di4 not share 
in this belief, and the 
opinion that it would bave but little effect on 
the vote of cither party. There were still other 
Democrats who professed to believe that the 
decision made Ohio again doubtful for Novem- 
ber, and would have a wholesome effect on the 
party generally. A number of Republicans 
who expressed an opinion on the decision feit 
that it would add greatiy to the votee of that 
party, arguing that the feeling in the State was 
decidedly in favor of allowing the saloonkeep- 
ers to pay @ portion of the taxes required 
to support the State and County 
and City Governments. One Republican 
was accidentally found who said he feared the 
decision would have a disastrous effect on his 
party at the next election, but in this opinion 
he seemed to stand alone among the Republic- 
ans. Anentbusiastic Republican says it means 
100,000 majority for Blaine, and a stanch Pro- 
hibitionist is responsibie for the statement that 
it will secure 40,000 votes for his party. 

The decision piainly shows the fact that the 
majority of the courtisin the hands of the 
Democratic Governor and his State Commit- 
tee, notwithstanding the fact that nearly every 
municipality, city and county, will be bank- 
rupted—ievies for the year having been made 
on the supposition that the law was constitu- 
tuonal and would bring into the Treasuries a 
stipulated amount of money—on account of hig 
wish to cater to the worst elements of society 
in Ohio. A diy of reckoning is near at hand, 
and the parties interested in this decision will 
wish it never had been rendered.

In ex parte Geissler, 9 Bias., 492, Judge

Third —That while a supervisor is acting in 
the line of his duty it is not competent for any 
State authority to interfere with him in the ex- 
ercise of his rights as a eupervisor. 

Fourth—Tbhat the United States has a right 
to interfere in all cases where there is a regis- 
tration of voters for an election of a member of 
Congress; and in such ease the supervisors’ 
authority is paramount. :

It is the duty of the Marshals to do as the 
law conmands—yiz.: “ Keep the peace, and 
**support and protect the supervisors of elec- 
“ tion in the discharge of their duties, preserve 
“order at such places of registration and at 
“such polls, prevent fraudulent registration 
*‘and fraudulent voting thereat, or fraudulent 
** conduct on the part of any officer of election, 
“and immediately, either at the place of regis- 
“tration or polling-place, or elsewhere, and 
“ either before or atter registration or voting, 
“to arrest and take into custody, with or with- 
*“ out process, any person who commits or at- 
“tempts to offer to commit any of the acts or 
“offenses probibited herein, or who commits 
“any offense against the laws of the Unived 
* States.” : 

In the case of the United States vs. Crowley, 
18 Biatehf., 566, the facts were: Faser was a 
Deputy Marshal. Election-day one Shafer at- 
tempted to vote under circumstances sufficient 
to justify the belief that he was not entitled to 
vote. The attempt was made in the presence 
of the supervisor and Marshal, and the super- 
visor directed that Shafer be arrested. There- 
upon Faser arrested Shater for & violation of 

, Unived States law committed ia his pres- 
ence. 

While the Marsha) was removing his prisoner 
he was surrounded by a crowd. A cane which 
he carriea was seized hold of and the escape of 
the prisoner was effected. The Marshal, de- 
prived of his cane, then drew from his pocket 
a pistol. The defendants, who were municipal 
police of the City of New York, at once ar- 
rested Faser for violating a city ordinance rel- 
ative to the carrying of deadly weapons, and 
removed him to a police station. 

The policemen weve afterwards indicted for 
interfering with a Deputy-Marshal. After full 
tg ae > Blatchford, Benedict, and Choate, 
J. J., beid: 

1. That the arrest and removal of Faser was 
an offense under Sec. 5,522 of the United States 
statute. 

2. That the question of Faser drawing a pis- 
tol was not material. The only material ques- 
tior being, was the Marshal hindered in the 
performance of his duty? 

3. That it was also immaterial whether Shafer 
was entitled to a vote or not, because the cir- 
cumstances under which be attempted to vote 


- appeared to justify the belief that he bad no 


right to vote, and it was therefore the duty of 
the Marshal to arrest him. 

ln answer to question No. 6, it is the duty of 
the Marshal to so conduct the order of voting 
that the voters may reach the polis without 
Jnolestation or obstfuction; and if it is neces- 
sary inorder to accomplish this to clear the 
sidewalk or alley, with the exception of the 
voters in line, it is their duty.so to do. 

In answer to questions 5 and 7 the Marshals 
ehali make no distinction between the persons 


’ who may binder or interfere with them or 


with the other persons appointed to conduct 
the election in the performance of their duties, 
but should treat all alike. A person acting 
under color of the authority of a police vf- 
ficer who attempts to remove a challenger 
from the polling-piace is as much the subject 
of indictment as a person who commits the 
same offense without any color of authority 
whatever. If the duties of policemen and 
Marshals seem to conflict, then, in the words 
of the Suprem: Court of the United States, 
the duties of the policemen “‘are pro tanto 
superseded and cease to become dutics.”” 

REMOVAL BALLOT-BOXES—TOU SMALL BOOTHS. 

Q. 8. If the judges attempt to remove the 
ballot-box from the room in which the polis are 
held, betore the ballots are counted, what ig 
the duty of the supervisors and Marshals? 

Arrest them. The law requires that after 
the polis are opened there shal! be no adjourn- 
ment nor recess until all the votes are counted 
and the result deciared. The removal of the 
boxes before the ballots are counted would be 
an adjournment, and the object of the law is 
to prevent this very thing. 

Q. 9. If there are booths or boxes built, as 
in a former election, for the judges and super- 
visors, but built too small to hold all the 
judges, clerks, supervisors, and challengers, or 
in such a manner that the supervisors canaoot 
see the voter, what is the duty of the super- 
visors and Marsbais? 

This question sypposes an outrage 80 grave, 
and a violation of the law so flagrant, that the 
mere statement of the question suggests the 
answer. Ali persons are assumed to know the 
law. and more especiaily all those pereons who 
are appointed to execute some particular law. 
The fact that persons selected to conduct an 
election, with full knowledge of all the require- 
ments of the law, should select or construct a 
room, booth,.or box in such a manner as that 
the officers and agents created by the law 
could not perform their full duty in every par- 
ticular, would be of itself sufficient proof of 
an intent to defrand. Aad I bave no heai- 
tation In declaring that al! persons assisting in 
the perpetration of so great a fraud ought to 
bée summarily dealt with. If the poiling-place 
selected is so constructed as that the super- 
visor cannot perform his duties, be should re- 
quire the judges to select the nearest appro- 
priate piace to the one selected in the first in- 
stance. And if the judges refuse to perform 
their duty in this regard they should be arrest- 
ed, and the electors present should select 
otner competent persons to take their places, 
as is provided by the statute in ocuses of va- 
cancies. 

Q. 10. If the supervisors should have the 
judges arrested and taken away during the 
progress of the election, who would select 
judges to take their places? 

If all the judges are removed, the electors 
present will select three qualified electors to 
acts as judges. In the event of the arrest of a 
part of the judges, the remaining judge or 
judges wil! fill the vacancy. 

PRESENT AT THE COUNTING OF THE BALLOTS. 

Q. 11. Have the Deputy-Marshals the right to 
stay in the room with the judges during the re- 
ception of the ballots and while they are being 
counted? 

The Marshals are subject to the orders of the 
supervisors, and they are the judges of the 
necessity of baving Marshals inside the poli 
during the reception of the ballots. 

The United States Supreme Court sustained 
an indictment against one Tucker, who was 
charged with preventing a Marshal from hbav- 
ing free access to the polling-piace. 

Sec. 5,522 of the United States Revenue Stat- 
ute provides: ‘Every person, whether with 
“or without any authority, power, or process 
“. . . who obstructs, hinders, assaults, or 
“by bribery, solicitation, or otherwise inter- 
“feres with or prevents the supervisors of 
** election, or either of them, or the Marshal or 
**his general or special deputies, or either of 
“them, inthe performance of any duty re- 
“quired ofthem .. . or who, by any of 
“the means above mentioned, hinders or pre- 
“vents the free attendance and presence at 
* such places of registration or at such polls of 
**election, or full and free access and egress to 
“‘and from any such piace of 
* poll of election, or in going to and from any 
“such place of registration or poll of election, 
“ortoand from any room where any such 
“registration, or election, or canvass of 
“votes, . . . OF Who. molests, interferes 
“with, removes orejects from any such place of 
** registration or pol! of election, or of canvass- 
“Ing votes thereat .. . any supervisor 
**of election, the Marshal, or his genera! and 
“special deputies, or either of them, or who 
“threatens, or attempts, or offers so to do, or 
“ refuses or neglects to aid and assist any su- 
“pervisor of election, or the Marshal, or his 
* general or special deputies, or either of them, 
“in the performance of his or their duties 
“where required by him or them, or either of 
“them, to give such aid and assistance, s 
*be liable to instant arrest without meio 
**and shell be punished by imprisonment not 
* more than two.years, or by a fine of nol more 
than $3,000, » Peng such fine and impris-

It is not made a part of the duties of the 
Marsha! to count the ballots. He is required 
to protect the supervisor in doing this work. 
VOTING ON AFFIDAVITS. 


Q. 18. When a person offers to vote on an 
affidavit, can the supervisors require the man 
who voucbes for him to come to the window? 

Sec. 68 of the Election Maw of Llinois re- 
quires that when a voter challenged he 
‘shail produce a witness known to 
“the judges.” 

The supervisor has the undoubted right to 
determine by inepection or rwise that the 
witness is personally known 

The above questions hav 
wholly upon the theory that 
a member of Congress.

Bends Greeting to Its North- 
ern Brethren. 


New Yor, Oct. 28.—[Special.|—That the 
revolt of workingmen, particulariy those of 
Irish-American sentiment, against Cleveland is 
not confined to New York, but is widespread, 
has been unmistakably established by the in- 


. vestigation sof Mr. Alexander Sullivan in his 


recent tour through the country. Letters have 
poured in by ‘the basketfuil to the Irish-Ameri- 
can Anti-Cleveland Union in this city since Mr. 
Sullivan's tour began, and long lists of names 
enroiied in clubs organized to oppose Cleveland 
and free trade have accompanied strong pro- 
tests against Cleveland from every section of 
the Union. It w regarded as significant that 
Irish merchants, lawyers, doctors, and nfan- 
ufacturers of wealth and position who have 
been life-long Democrats have cordially joined 
with the Irish-American workingmen in the 
formidabie movement to secure the defeat of 
Cleveland, and have sent letters of protest 
against the unfitness of the Democratic nomi- 
nee and the injury that his candidacy and can- 
vass. have done to the Democratic party. All 
who have sent letters and signed club lists are 
men who have always heretofore voted the 
Democratic ticket, and six cierks are now kept 
busy night and day at the headquarters of 
the National Irish-American Anti-Cleve- 
land Union at No, 12 East Twenty-third street 
corresponding with new clubs, furnishing cam- 
paign documents, and filing the additional lists 
of anti-Cleveland Irish-American bolters which 
crowd every mail.

A WIFE-MURDERER TO BE HANGED FRIDAY. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Oct. 28.—(Special.|— 
Andrew Koerner will be hanged Friday for 
wife-murder, unless the Governor interferes, 
the Supreme Court having today affirmed the 
judgment of the Criminal Court. The decision 
was communicated to him this afternoon by 
Sheriff Hess. At first he spoke calmly and dis- 


tinctly, directing that his body should be in- 
terred by the side of bis wife, and then sudden- 
ly sunk to the floor utterly prostrated. 


[Koerner is a German, aged 45, and kept a dairy 
south of Indianapolis. His treatment of his wife 
had long been brutal in the extreme, and when she 
was found dead in bed the morning of Dec. 26, 1883, 
with her skull horribly crushed the circumstances 
pointed directly to him as her slayer. The two 
had quarreled the previous evening in the pres- 
ence of a hired man, who heard a scuffle between 
them during the night, and whose testimony was 
the most jmportant for the prosecution. Koerner 
pleaded innocence, and the evidence against him 
was wholly circumstantial. At tirest he charged 
that his brother had committed the murder, and 
afterward he said that two tramps had entered the 
house while he was out milking and killed his wife. 
April }0 he was sentenced to be hanged June 28, 
but the matter was appealed to the Supreme Court, 
with the result indicated. ]

A Thrifty Debtor Comes to Grief. 

Two capias suite were beggn yesterday in the 
Superior Court against Adoiph Kahn, the insolvent 
boot and shoe dealer.
